The inventions of claims 1 and 9-12 are described in document 1 cited in the 1SR and 
therefore do not appear to possess novelty or inventive step. 

The inventions of claims 2-5 and 13 do not appear to possess inventive step over document 
1 . Configuring the liquid crystal display elements described in document 1 in the manner 
described in claims 2-5 and 13 would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 

The inventions of claims 6 and 8 do not appear to possess inventive step over document 1 
and documents 2 and 3 cited in the ISR. Substituting the reactive liquid crystal described in 
document 1 with the diacrylate monomer described in documents 2 and 3 would be easy for 
a person skilled in the art. 

The invention of claim 7 is not described in any of the documents cited in the ISR and would 
not be obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
